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SEED WHEAT, 
To the Editor of The Trogress, 


Str,—Will vou kindly allow me 
a small space in your next issue to 
make a suguestion in reference to 
the allowance of seed wheat that I 
believe is to be given to the farme 
ers next spring. In the first place 
I hear that the Government harend 
to take « lien on each homestead 
whose owner takes seed from thetn, 
Now, I of course do not pretend to 
gay that this is not all tight and fair, 
andoubtedly it is, being nothing 
more than a mere business transac- 
tion. However [T know from my 
own experience that t ere are sev- 
eral persons who would rather buy | 
seed themselves than ran the risk 
of perhaps some diy being called on | 
tu redeein the mortgage or be sold 
out, and all persons world prefer to 
get seed without giving such secu. 
rity if it were poss ble, and this is 
what I want to sugvest: Why 
should not each municipality where 
seed wheat is required find out the 
the total amount wanted in that 
municipality, and buy the wheat 
either direct, viz: for cash, from 
Government or give good security 
for the same, and theu let the mun- 
icipal council give to each mau the 
amount he requires, at the same 
time making that man sign a con- 
tract to do as much road work in 
payment thereof, or any other work 
the municipal council might think 
requisite of course charging a day’s 
work at no more than what is done 
now for the ordinary statute labor. 

Now as paririe fires are still a 
great drawback to the successful 
working of the country, and fire 
guards are wanted in all directions, 
what better investment could any 
munic-pal council make than ex- 
pending a large sum on the preven- 
tion of these fires, and so make 
farme's in a better position to pay 
their school and municipal tax 
another year. In addition to this 
should the crop of 1887 be a success, 
(which let us all hope it will be) 
all fariners, rich and poor, will have 
good reason to look on taxation as a 
decided benefit rather than as an 
encumberance as manye-now do; 
the furmers themselves with simply 
the payment of a few dollars, laying 
the foundation of what T merely be- 
lieve to be one of the greatest com- 
mercial countries of the world. 

I do not wish to take up any 
more of your valuable paper, hoping 
that my humble sugzestion my be 
adopted.
